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JAIL-BREAKING. 


The Escape of Barney Fitzgerald and 
Frank Graham From the Juil Last 
Night—Their Speedy Capture at May- 
berry’s by Deputy sheriff Chamber- 


— — 


Fitzgerald Says—Alleged Aid From 
Without. 


The news was spread last evenin: 
like wildfire that Parney Fi'zzerald 
had broken jail and ‘scaped. 
was made through a window of the 
Jail, where an iron bar had been siwed 
through to facilitate his depurtare. 
His escape was discovered in a few 
minutes after ne got away and the 
Sheriff and other officers started off at 
once, to scour the country in search of 
him. Telegrams were sent in all di- 
rections. Frank Gr hem. sent up for 
ninety days from Wadsworth on con- 
viction of theft, flea with Fitzgerald. 
Their flight was discovered at half- 
past six o'clock. In less than two 
hours afterwards Deputy Sheriff 
Isaac Chamberlain had captured both 
the jail-birds near Mayberry's avd at 
10 o'clock they were securely locked 
up in the county jail. 

Barney Fitzgeral l was indicted fer 

the murder of Tom Liswell, commit- 
ted about eight months ag». His trial 
was set for the thirteenth of the pres- 
ent month bat had beeu contin ied till 
Oct. 18. Ever siuce his incarcerstion 
the prisoner had, in common with the 
other inmates, been allowed the scunt 
freedom of the jail during the day, an 
had not been ironed. About 8 o'clock 
every evening they are all locked up 
in their respective cells. Fitz ger ald 
had behaved well, ani been accord 
ingly well trested by the jailer. 
The e-cape could not have been. af- 
fected without the e Husio m of sme 
of the prisoners who did not avail 
themselves of the oppo tunity for 
Hight. The jail is simply a large 
room in the southwest corner of the 
court house, on the g-ound floor. Tne 
cell. are built together in the centre 
ef the room, with a wide walk all 
round, between them and the walls. 
The walls of the room are sheathed 
with iron plate. The windows are 
each secured with seven upright bir» 
of inch-and-a-quarter reund iron, with 
a space of three inches between exch. 
The lower por: ion of the windows, as 
high as the upper sash, is covered by 
the same irou plating that protects the 
walls. 

Fitzgerald and Graham got out 
through the west window on the south 
side. One ot the upright iron bars 
was cut thr ugh and vent aside, leav- 
ing a spice seven and a half inches 
wide, thruigh which they crawled. 
The bar couid have been suw.d by 
any one standiny on tanec ige of the win- 
dow within. It is hard to reach from 
without the j il. The bar was cleanly 
and evenly cut —balf through fiom 
oe side and half from the other—is a 
woodman sawsatree, The op-nig 
made was about twelve fect from th- 
ground, but two ledzes on the outside 
of the building rendered the descent 
un easy thing, Once in the yard, 
there was nothing but a wooden bar 


to jump over before the fugitives were 


beyond the prison precinct~. 

At 6:35 list eveuing Barney Fitz- 
gerald was seen in the jiil by Dute 
Gray, the jailer, Five wmiout-s later 
Gray went to the dont and called to 
him but received no answer. Gray at 
once jumped to the conclusion that 
the man had brokeu out, and rushing 
around the brilding saw that a bar 
had been severed and bent. He im- 
mediately gave the alarm aud the 
search begun. Sher. H Walker mounted 
his horse and gall»ped off on the Vir- 
giuia road, and Dute Gray weut ta- 
wards Gienuale, also mounted. 
Tnere was hell to pty and nu pitca 
hot, to use the graphic expres-im 
sometimes emploved in em -ryenci +s, 
Ufficer “Chamberlain was fui tunat 
enough te get on the right road. He 
galloped up to Mayberry’s, taking the 
rund north of the river. He stationed 
a big men with a long pistol at the 
oridge, with instructions to let no une 
pus without orders. Leaving brave 
Horatio on guard, Chamberiain 
went down the toad from 
Mayberry's on the south side o 
tag river. He had gone some di- 
tance when he saw two men making 
for a fence on the roal-side. He 
drew his pistol and presenting it at 
8 a large, powerful man, he 
suid : 

In kill the first man that moves.” 

As neither cf the men showed any 
disp-sition to move, Chamberlain 
walked up to Barney, slipped on his 
“‘uippers,” and ordered Graham 10 
lead the way to Mayberry’s. Graham 
obeyed without u wori, and Cham- 
berlain fuliowed with Fitz gerald. 

On the way down from Miyberry’s, 
Barney told Chamerl iu that the win- 
dum bar had been cut by parties from 
the outside of the jail, who hid prom- 
to be on hand at the time 
of the escape and to heel and 
further a ist the fugitives. Fitzzer- 
ald said the par.ies failed to appear as
